*rek of the battle-of the Aisne 
Both as 


to numbers engaged and duration it is the 
greatest conflict in history, whether us 
consequence* will he bucli as to give it a 
place amonff the great decisive battles re- 
mains to be seen. 
But present indications 


are that the struggle marks the.end of the 
German invasion of France. 
As yester- 


day's Associated PI-<KS dispatches put it, the 
Oe/nian armies "'are nearme; the comple- 
tion of their round trip." 


For the last ten da\s the Allies have 


made steady gains. 
No one Of them has 


been especially important, but the com- 
bined effect has been to weaken the Ger- 
man right -the chief point of attack 
to 


such an extent that it is in imminent danger 
' of being surrounded and perhaps captured. 
Even the reports from Berlin admit, by in- 
direction, the seriousness of the situation. 


Here again it is demonstrated that in 


this war victory yoes to superior numbers. 
So long as the Germans outnumbered the 
Allies, both in Belgium and France, they 
made steady advances. But at "flic battle of 
the Mame, which ended in a German re- 
treat which was afmost a flight, the Allies 
outnumbered their enemies by about 300,- 
QQO men. 
In the present struggle the dis- 


parity is probably even greater, for the Ger- 
mans hav* been forced to withdraw troops 
to reinforce 'the anrn in East Prussia ana 
•ateo to strengthen their portion in Belgium, 
^eanw'hite, th^AtJies have been reinforced 
by additional -troops from England and 
Iruiia.
